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This introductory genealogy report was based on the 
best available information at the time (January, 2022) and 
more comprehensive research would be needed to support 
and expand a complete understanding of the Hewitt and 
Hull families. At the current time, an excellent source of 
information about the Hewitt family is The Hewitts of 
Athens County Ohio by Susan Mitchell (1989, ISBN 0- 
96202630-1, Internetarchive.org). Other excellent sources 
of information about both the Hewitts and Hulls are 
various historical newspapers for Athens, Ohio and 
Ottumwa, Iowa. 

Any errors are the responsibility of the author, Jay 
Blanchard, the great-grandson of Charles Pardon Hewitt 
and Sarah Hull. A word of caution, the family names for 
the Hewitt-Hull families contain many repetitions and 
juxtapositions (i.e., Pardon Charles Hewitt and Charles 
Pardon Hewitt). 

A special thanks to the family members such as Sally 
Courtney and Leslie Blanchard (granddaughters of Nancy 
Hewitt) who have contributed their knowledge. For 
information about the Hewitt-Hull families as well as 
updates consult Ancestry.com at the Blanchard, McElroy, 
Hewitt, Hull, Haywood, Phillips, Nehre, Nau family tree. 
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Charles Pardon Hewitt and Sarah Hull 


Charles Pardon Hewitt was born on the 22nd of July 
1863 in Mineral, Waterloo township, Athens county, 
Ohio. (Note: Mineral, as the name implied, was a coal 
mining community and as of 2021 was sparsely populated 
but contained the Hewitt cemetery.) Charles died on the 
18th of April, 1928 in Bloomfield, Davis county, Iowa. 
He was buried at Bethlehem cemetery in rural Davis 
county, Iowa.! Charles spent most of his youth in 
southeastern Iowa. More specifically, in the northwest 
corner of Van Buren county at Village township and the 
northeast corner of Davis county at Salt Creek township. 
Both townships are adjacent to each other and close to 
Eldon, Iowa in Wapello county. Both townships are 
alongside the Des Moines River. It appeared that Charles' 
family migrated to southeastern Iowa from Athens county 
in Ohio after the U.S. Civil War and before 1870. Charles' 
family appeared in Iowa on the US 1870 census for Davis 
county, Iowa.” According to that census Charles' family 
was in Salt Creek township in Davis county and on the 
US 1880 census Charles' family was in Village township 
in Van Buren county. 

Charles lived with his family until his marriage to 
Sarah Hull on the 23rd of June 1881 at Eldon, Wapello 
county, Iowa.* Charles could read and write. After the 
marriage of Charles and Sarah it appeared that they lived 
in both Davis and Van Buren counties. However, there 


was a period of time between 1895 and 1901 when 
Charles and Sarah moved to Ozark township, Texas 
county, Missouri (US 1900 census). The move to Texas 
county was likely to join Sarah Hull's younger sister, Amy 
Bell (Annie) Hull and her husband Joseph Franklin 
Cudworth. Charles Pardon Hewitt and Joseph Cudworth 
were farmers. On the US 1900 census for Texas county, 
the two families were in adjacent townships (Ozark and 
Pierce).> Charles and Sarah returned to Davis county, 
Iowa in 1901 and likely the Cudworths were with them on 
the journey because the Cudworths are back in Davis 
county, Iowa by the US 1910 census--and lived near 
Charles and Sarah. As a comment, Charles and Sarah 
Hewitt's daughter Nancy (10 to 15 years old at the time) 
remembered the 'walk' from southeastern Iowa to 
southern Missouri and back again to Iowa. It was a 'walk' 
without much in the way of resources---very challenging 
according to Nancy Hewitt as related to Sally Courtney 
her granddaughter. 

Sarah Hull was born on the 13th of October 1860 in 
Davis county, Iowa. She died on the 13th of March 1928 
at Bloomfield, Davis county, Iowa. She was buried in the 
Bethlehem cemetery next to her husband.’* Sarah's father, 
Ezra Hull Jr. was a farmer. Sarah's family appeared to 
move freely among southeastern Iowa counties including 
Davis, Van Buren and Wapello counties. Unfortunately, 
tragedy struck the family in April of 1871. Ezra Hull Jr. 
died and left Sarah's mother, Caroline Morris, with nine 


children. Sarah was about 11 years of age at the time and 
the family lived in Wapello county, Iowa (US 1870 
census).” Sarah could read and write. 

Of historical importance Sarah Hull and Charles 
Pardon Hewitt shared a common ancestor. Perhaps the 
couple did not know of the ancestor but it was Mary Ann 
Lewis (1784-1870). Mary Ann was Sarah Hull's 
grandmother and Charles Pardon Hewitt's great, 
grandmother. It would seem doubtful that Charles and 
Sarah knew much about Mary Ann Lewis since she died 
when Sarah was ten and Charles was seven years-of-age. 
However, they could have known her since she lived and 
died in southeastern Iowa. More on this common ancestor 
later in the report. 


Children 


1. Pardon Charles Hewitt (1882-1946) was born on the 
17th of March in 1882 at Van Buren county, Iowa. He 
died on the 27th of March 1946 at Floris, Davis county, 
Iowa. Pardon Charles was buried at Bethlehem cemetery 
in rural Davis county.!® He was a farmer. 

Pardon Charles married twice. The first marriage was 
to Crosha Ann Bailey (1881-1918) at Eaglepoint, Indian 
Territory (Oklahoma) on the Ist of July 1906.'! Crosha 
already had a child: Andrew Jackson (1905-1994). 
Andrew Jackson took the Hewitt surname.’ Crosha died 
in 1918. Crosha and Pardon Charles had no children. 


Pardon Charles' second marriage was to Dora Myrtle 
Palmer (1904-1980), the widow of his brother Rollin 
Archie Hewitt. Pardon Charles and Dora appeared to have 
married in about 1925 or early 1926. Pardon was 20 years 
older than Dora. Two children were born to the couple: 
Lester Lee Hewitt (1926-2011) and Dorothy Pauline 
Hewitt (1930-1989). Around 1927-1928 it would appear 
that Pardon and Dora were in Greene county, Ohio 
because one of Dora's children with her deceased husband 
Rollin died in Ohio during 1928 (Ernest Leroy Hewitt). 
Nevertheless by 1930 Dora was pregnant with Pardon's 
child and a daughter was born April 7th of 1930 in 
Greene county, Ohio (Dorothy Pauline Hewitt). However, 
Pardon was likely not in Ohio for the birth because he 
was working on a farm in Blackhawk county, Iowa in 
1930.13 Pardon and Dora must have divorced before 1935 
because Dora married Charles W. Green in 1935. Dora 
died in Jamestown, Greene county, Ohio in 1980. 


2. Mary Ann Hewitt (1884-1934) was born on the 19th of 
January 1884 in Salt Creek township, Davis county, Iowa. 
She died on the 17th of February 1934 in Ottumwa, 
Wapello county at fifty years of age. She was buried in 
Bethlehem cemetery in rural Davis county, Iowa.'*!> She 
married Albert Steven Christy (1877-1960) on the 12th of 
December 1904 at Floris, Davis county, Iowa.'® Albert 
was a farmer and coal miner. Mary Ann worked outside 


the household as a garment worker. No children are 
apparent in the historical record.'” 


3. Nancy McJannet Hewitt (1886-1965) was born on the 
18th of February 1886 at Van Buren county, Iowa. She 
died on the 12th of September 1965 at Eldon, Wapello 
county, Iowa.'® On August 24th of 1905 she married 
James Tillett Blanchard at Ottumwa, Wapello county, 
Iowa.’? The wedding night of the 24th was likely spent at 
James' uncle Hezekiah McElroy's home at 407 Sycamore 
Street in Ottumwa because on the 25th the couple 
returned to Eldon according to the Ottumwa Tri-Weekly 
Courier.*® The McElroy home would have been empty 
since Hezekiah McElroy died August 6th of 1905 in 
Ottumwa from tuberculosis. 

James worked for the Rock Island railroad and retired 
as an engineer. He was known as 'big Jim' because of his 
size.2! Nancy Hewitt and James Blanchard are buried at 
Bethlehem cemetery in rural Davis county, Iowa.”” Ten 
children were born to the marriage and all reached 
adulthood: Raymond Quentin Blanchard (1906-1975); 
James Manley Blanchard (1907-1971); Alice Isabelle 
Blanchard (1909-1991); Emery Edgar Blanchard (1911- 
1937); Robert Oliver Blanchard (1913-1978); Charles 
Willis Blanchard (1918-1985); Marjorie Anna Blanchard 
(1921-2000); Martin Tillet Blanchard (1921-1998); John 
Theodore Blanchard (1924-1989); and Julia Mae 
Blanchard (1927-2011). All the children were born and 


raised in Eldon, Wapello county, Iowa.” Four of the 
children (James, Charles, Martin, John) served in World 
War Two and three received Purple Hearts for combat 
injuries. As a comment Jay Blanchard, the author of this 
report, spent countless hours as a boy with his 
grandparents Nancy and James at their home in Eldon, 
Iowa. Nancy was genuinely fond of her grand-sons...and 
there were many grand-sons (twenty). She was also very 
protective of her grand-daughters (twelve) but all the 
grand-children seemed to get special attention. 


4. Samuel Louis Hewitt (1888-1967) was born on the 16th 
of May 1888 at Van Buren county, Iowa. He died on the 
12th of February 1967 in Fairfield, Jefferson county, 
Iowa. Samuel was a farmer. He married Bertha A. 
Jameson (1884-1926) on March 2nd of 1910 at Wapello 
county, Iowa.”4 From the marriage between Samuel and 
Bertha one child was born: Earl Dee Hewitt (1910- 
1990).7° (Note: Bertha's younger brother Harry later 
married Samuel's sister, Sarah Hewitt.) After Bertha's 
death in 1926 Samuel married Thelma M. Beghtol (1897- 
1984) in 1928. Samuel and Thelma renewed their 
wedding vows on several occasions with Samuel's brother 
Charles as a witness. Thelma Beghtol had two children 
from a previous marriage and they became Samuel's step- 
daughters, namely, Mary Martha Slatterly and Elizabeth 
Beatrice Slatterly. 


5. Caroline (Carolyn) Hewitt (1892-1947) was born on 
the 20th of February 1892 in Van Buren county, Iowa. 


She married Charles Liles (1878-1946) on the Ist of 
October 1908 at Davis county, Iowa.”° Charles was a 
farmer. Carolyn died on the 24th of August 1947 at Floris, 
Davis county, Iowa. She and Charles were buried at 
Pierce cemetery in Davis county.” To this marriage 
sixteen children were born and with the exception of one 
accidental death (Mary Josephine Liles) all children 
reached adulthood. The children were: Sarah Martha Liles 
(1909-1998); John Albert Liles (1910-2005); Dewight 
Lymon Liles (1912-1998); Charles Franklin Liles (1914- 
1990); Parden Charles Liles (1915-1973); Mary Josephine 
Liles (1917-1922); Everett Liles (1919-1958); Rachel 
Marie Liles (1921-1980); William Willis Liles (1924- 
1995); Emmett LeRoy Liles (1925-2013); Lloyd Gene 
Liles (1927-aft 2021); David Edward Liles (1929-2005); 
Naomi Rose Liles (193 1-aft 2021); Ruth Ann Liles (1933- 
1991); Pauline Elaine Liles (1935-aft 2021); and Paul D. 
Liles (1935-2021).”8 


6. Emmett Hewitt (1894-1969) was born on the 2nd of 
October 1894 at Davis county, Iowa. He died on the 11th 
of January 1969 at Davis county.?? Emmett married Jessie 
Olive Carbaugh (1896-1969) on the 25th of September 
1915 at Wapello county, Ilowa.2? Emmett was a farmer. 
Emmett and Jessie are buried in Bethlehem cemetery in 
rural Davis county To this marriage twelve children were 
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born and eleven reached adulthood: Anna Flavena Hewitt 
(1916-2011); Arlo Ansel Hewitt (1919-2005); Roscoe 
Lloyd Hewitt (1921-1965); Donald Edward Hewitt (1922- 
1986); Elwood LeRoy Hewitt (1924-2003); Lucille Illene 
Hewitt (1925-2017); Virginia Ruth Hewitt (1928-2015); 
Charles Paul Hewitt (1930-2017); Mary Alyce Hewitt 
(1932-2011); Rex Emmett Hewitt (1938-2005); and Cecil 
Craig Hewitt (1940-1992). One child, Eloise Ivolene 
Hewitt, died of an accident at about five years of age 
(1918-1923).3! 


7. Charles Homer Hewitt was born on the 25th of August 
1898 at Ozark, Texas county, Missouri. He died on the 
17th of April 1973 in Newton, Jasper county, Iowa.*? He 
married Emma Lou Davis (1896-1954) on the 29th of 
January, 1920 in Ottumwa, Wapello county, Iowa.*> They 
are buried at Union cemetery in Newton, Iowa.*4 Charles 
appeared to have been employed at farming and then 
manufacturing. Charles and Emma had one child: Donald 
Eugene Hewitt (1925-2006), who seemed to have spent 
his entire life at Newton, Iowa.*° 


8. Sarah Minerva Hewitt was born on the 5th of July 1900 
at Ozark, Texas county, Missouri and died the 6th of 
March 1983 at Fairfield, Jefferson county, Iowa at a 
senior care facility.3° She married Harry Cavit Jameson 
(1889-1963) on the 22nd of August 1917 at Ottumwa, 
Wapello, Iowa. (Note: Harry was the younger brother of 


Bertha Jameson who married Samuel Hewitt.) Harry was 
a farmer. Sarah and Harry are buried at Maple Hill 
cemetery in Van Buren county, Iowa.3’"" The couple had 
seven children and one died in infancy (Virginia M. 
Jameson, 1919-1920). Six children reached adulthood: 
Sarah Lemira Jameson (1918-aft 2016); Charles Robert 
Jameson (1921-2013); Doris Marie Jameson (1922-2007); 
Harry Richard Jameson (1924-2011); John Edward 
Jameson (1926-1995); and Rex L. Jameson (1931- 
2014).*” 


9. Rollin (Roland) Archie Hewitt was born the 22nd of 


October 1902 in Davis county, Iowa. He died from a car 
accident (possibly faultless) on the 30th of August 1924 
along a highway outside of Batavia, Jefferson county but 
within Wapello county.4°*! He worked at a meat packing 
plant in Ottumwa prior to his death. Rollin married Dora 
Myrtle Palmer (1902-1980) at Bloomfield, Davis, Iowa 
on the 28th of January 1920.” Three children were born 
in the marriage before his death. Only one child survived 
to adulthood, Charles Aaron Hewitt (1920-2012). Another 
child died in infancy in Iowa (Kenneth Darwin Hewitt 
1922-1923) and one child died in Greene county, Ohio at 
four years-of-age (Ernest Leroy Hewitt, 1924-1928). 
Rollin was buried at Bethlehem cemetery in rural Davis 
county.* After Rollin's death his wife, Dora, married his 
older brother Pardon Charles Hewitt in 1925. Dora Myrtle 
Palmer and Pardon Charles Hewitt later divorced around 


the early 1930s although no record of the divorce 
appeared in the historical record. Nevertheless, Dora was 
divorced by 1935 when she married Charles W. Green at 
Greene county, Ohio. Dora Myrtle Palmer died at Greene 
county, Ohio in 1980. 
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Parents of Charles Pardon Hewitt 
Pardon Charles Hewitt and Nancy McJannet French 
Family of Pardon and Nancy 


Pardon Charles Hewitt was born on the 21st of 
February 1841 in Athens county, Ohio (likely Mineral, 
Waterloo township) and died on the 5th of April 1917 in 
Van Buren county, Iowa.“ (Note: Several sources report 
that Pardon was born in Indiana. Not likely. On the US 
1840 census (one year before his birth) Pardon Charles' 
family lived in Waterloo township, Athens county, 
Ohio).* 

Pardon Charles Hewitt was a farmer. He was also a 
union army Civil War veteran (116th Ohio Regiment, 
Company K, Private) and was shot in the hand (finger 
amputated) during the battle of Cedar Creek, Virginia 
according to an account in The Hewitts of Athens County, 
Ohio. After hospital recovery he was assigned to the 
‘invalid reserve’. After Pardon Charles' death in 1917, his 
widow filed a claim for a Civil War pension.*° 

Nancy McJannet French (1839-1918) was born in 
Athens county, Ohio on the 25th of August, 1839. She 
married Pardon Charles Hewitt on the 26th of February 


1860 at Athens county, Ohio most likely at Mineral in 
Waterloo township where many of the Hewitts lived 
including Pardon's uncle (Pardon Cook Hewitt) the 
postmaster of Mineral.*” Nancy's ancestors were also well 
established in Athens county, Ohio. The Frenchs were 
considered to be one of the earliest pioneer families in 
Athens county according to the local newspaper the 
Athens Messenger.*® Nancy McJannet French died on the 
2nd of August 1918 at Van Buren county, Iowa and was 
buried in Douds/Leando cemetery in Van Buren county, 
Iowa next to her husband.” 

Shortly after Nancy and Pardon's marriage in 1860 
the family lived in Hocking county (next to Athens 
county) and was enumerated on the US 1860 census along 
with Pardon Charles Hewitt's grandmother, Maria (Bobo) 
Hewitt.*° 

Sometime after the civil war and before 1870, Nancy 
French and Pardon migrated to Iowa from Ohio and 
appeared on the US 1870 census in Salt Creek township 
in Davis county, Iowa. Nancy French's father and mother 
(George Washington French) has already migrated to 
southeastern Iowa from Ohio in the 1850s. By the US 
1880 census Nancy and Pardon had moved a few miles to 
the east and lived in Village township, Van Buren county, 
Iowa.*! (Note: Salt Creek and Village townships are close 
to the Des Moines River and adjacent to each other across 
the Van Buren county and Davis county line. The 


townships are also adjacent to the city of Eldon, Iowa in 
Wapello county.) 


Family of Pardon and Nancy 


Pardon Charles Hewitt and Nancy McJannet French 
had three children including Charles Pardon and all 
survived to adulthood. 


1. Ephraim Hewitt (1861-1936) was born at Mineral, 
Waterloo township in Athens county, Ohio on September 
25th of 1861.°* He married Dora Brown (1862-1927) on 
the 28th of September 1879 at Van Buren county, lowa.™° 
Ephraim was a farmer. The marriage resulted in three 
children that reached adulthood: Harley Ray Hewitt 
(1881-1948); Lusetta M. Hewitt (1882-1901); and 
William Afton Hewitt (1885-1929).*4 Dora died in 1927 
and Ephraim married Sarah Elizabeth James (Judd) in 
1929.°° Sarah ('Kibby') was a distant cousin by marriage 
and Ephraim knew Sarah during his childhood. Ephraim 
died the 4th of May 1936 at Village township, Van Buren 
county, Iowa and was buried next to Dora (Brown) Hewitt 
in Douds/Leando cemetery, Van Buren county, Iowa. 


2. Charles Pardon Hewitt (1863-1928, see above) 


3. Sarah Minerva Hewitt (1865-1927) was born at 
Mineral, Waterloo township in Athens county, Ohio on 


April lst of 1865, just days before the end of the Civil 
War.*° She married Loira Loomis (1865-1953) on the 
12th of February 1886 at Van Buren county, Iowa. Loira 
was a farmer.*’ The couple had three children and all 
reached adulthood: Carrie M. Loomis (1885-1941); James 
L. Loomis (1890-1921); and Nancy A. Loomis (1897- 
1921).*8 It appeared that the couple divorced before her 
death on the 15th of August 1927. Sarah died of her own 
hand at home in Village township. She was buried in 
Douds/Leando cemetery, Van Buren county, Iowa. 


Paternal Grandparent Families 


Ephraim Hewitt and Maria (Rachel) Bobo 
Family of Ephraim and Maria 


Ephraim Hewitt was born about 1813 in Athens 
county, Ohio.*? Ephraim was a farmer and also the 
youngest child of Moses Hewitt and his second wife, 
Phoebe Cook. Ephraim was born just before his father's 
death in February of 1814. His father (Moses) was a very 
famous Athens county, Ohio pioneer--and one of the first 
trustees of Ohio University.’ Ephraim Hewitt died after 
1850 and before 1860 in Athens county, Ohio.®! He was 
likely buried in the Hewitt cemetery at Mineral, Waterloo 
township, Athens county, Ohio.” 

Maria (Rachel) Bobo (also named Mariah) was born 
the 6th of April 1817 in Athens county, Ohio and died on 
the 6th of May 1898 in Ohio most likely at her daughter 
Elizabeth's home in Shawnee township, Perry county, 
Ohio.® Ephraim and Maria were married on the 6th of 
October 1835 in Athens county, Ohio. After Ephraim's 
death Maria appeared on the US 1860 census in Hocking 
county with her son Pardon Charles. Maria next appeared 
on the US 1870 census in Waterloo township, Athens 
county, Ohio with her son Moses. But Maria did not stay 
in Athens county. She migrated west to Village township, 
Van Buren county, Iowa and she was enumerated on the 
US 1880 census and Iowa 1885 census with her daughter 


Minerva and her husband William Heman Judd in Van 
Buren county.® However, Maria's travels were not over. 
Next she traveled from Van Buren county, Iowa after 
1885 to Perry county, Ohio and likely lived with her 
daughter Elizabeth Hewitt (McLain) in Shawnee 
township, Perry county, Ohio (adjacent to Athens county). 
Ancestry.com family trees have claimed she died in 1898 
at Perry county, Ohio but no references are provided. 

Ephraim Hewitt and Maria Bobo had eight children 
and all reached adulthood. 


1. Clarissa Hewitt (1837-abt 1874) was born in 1837 at 
Mineral, Waterloo township, Athens county, Ohio.® She 
married William Wesley Phillips (1830-1903) on the 18th 
of August 1853 in Athens county, Ohio.®’ William was a 
coal miner. According to the US 1870 census of Brown 
township, Vinton county, Ohio and the US 1880 census of 
Waterloo township, Athens county, Ohio there were 
seven children in the Clarissa Hewitt and William Phillips 
family. Unfortunately, there were only historical records 
for three children: William Henry Phillips (1855-1911); 
James Matthew Phillips (1857-1923); and John Wesley 
Phillips (1861-1925). For the remaining four children the 
historical record was incomplete. The children were: 
Elmira (1859-aft 1880); Ruth (1863-aft 1880); Charles G. 
Phillips (1868-aft 1880); and Ella (1872-aft 1880). With 
regards to Ella, she was apparently the last child of 
Clarissa Hewitt. Clarissa likely died in Zaleski, Brown 


township, Vinton county, Ohio after Ella's birth in 1872 
and before December of 1874. The December 1874 date 
reflected the marriage license date and marriage of her 
husband, William Wesley Phillips, to his second wife: 
Sarah E. McLain (1 January 1875).° Two of Clarissa and 
William's sons, namely, William Henry Phillips and John 
Wesley Phillips found their way to their grandmother 
Hewitt's home in southeastern Iowa at Van Buren county. 
The grandmother was Maria (Rachel) Bobo, wife of 
Ephraim Hewitt. Both William Henry Phillips (1855- 
1911) and James Matthew Phillips (1857-1923) settled in 
southeastern Iowa not far from their grandmother and 
both were miners like their father. 


2. Minerva Hewitt (1838-1904) was born the 18th of 
January 1838 at Mineral, Waterloo township, Athens 
county, Ohio. She died the 24th of May 1904 at Oregon 
county, Missouri.’? Minerva married William Heman 
Judd (1836-1909) on the 18th of June 1857 in Athens, 
Ohio.’! William was a farmer. To this marriage were born 
five children and all reached adulthood: Pardon Cook 
Judd (1860-1920); William Heman Judd Jr. (1865-1928); 
Francis Ruel Judd (1867-1951); Mathew K. Judd (1869- 
1948); and John M. Judd (1872-1944).” 


3. Pardon Charles Hewitt (1841-1917, see above) 


4. Mariah Alice Hewitt (1841-1901) was born in May of 
1841 at Mineral, Waterloo township, Athens county, 
Ohio. (Note: The birth date on census enumerations 
varied from 1837-1843. The May 1841 date came from 
the US 1900 census in Jackson county, Ohio and Find-A- 
Grave sources.’> However, this date conflicted with her 
older brother's birth date.) Mariah Alice died in 1901 at 
Pickaway county, Ohio and was buried there likely 
because her daughter Phoebe lived in Pickaway county. 
Mariah married Rufus Brooks (1838-1908) in March of 
1860 at Athens county, Ohio.”4 Rufus served in union 
army during the Civil War. Rufus was a farmer. The 
couple had seven children and five reached adulthood: 
Samuel E. Brooks (1860-1931); Mary Ann (Maria) 
Brooks (1862-1946); Phoebe D. Brooks (1867-1947); 
Moses Brooks (1868-1894); and John B. Brooks (1871- 
1896). For the remaining two children, one died in 
childhood (Ellsworth Brooks, 1869-1880) and one lacked 
a complete historical record (Elizabeth Brooks, 1873- 
unk). 


5. Ruth Hewitt (abt 1845-1926) was born about 1845 at 
Mineral, Waterloo township, Athens county, Ohio and 
died the 23rd of September 1926 at Speiter, Harrison 
county, West Virginia.’° She was buried at Shinnston, 
West Virginia. She married Asa Phillips (1845-1915) on 
the 22nd of January 1867 at Athens county, Ohio.”” Asa 
was a carpenter. The couple had seven children and six 


reached adulthood: Harvey Phillips (1867-1948); Pardon 
Charles Phillips (1868-1891); Lulu May Phillips (1873- 
1941); John Phillips (1875-1942); Sylvia D. Phillips; and 
Nora Belle Phillips (1885-1944). One child died at about 
four years-of-age: Martha A. Phillips (1878-1882).” 


6. Elizabeth Hewitt (1846-1918) was born the 5th of April 
1846 at Mineral, Waterloo township, Athens county, 
Ohio. Elizabeth died on the 15th of September 1918 at 
Shawnee, Perry county, Ohio.” She married Francis R. 
McLain (1844-1910) on the 25th of August 1865 at 
Athens county, Ohio. Elizabeth and Francis are buried in 
Shawnee, Perry county, Ohio.®® Francis was a coal miner. 
The US 1900 census reported that eleven children were 
born to the marriage and eight were alive in 1900. 
Unfortunately, there were only historical records for 
seven children: Ruel E. McLain (1868-1944); Edward O. 
McLain (1871-1947); George B. McLain (1877-1949); 
Allie McLain (1879-1918); John V. McLain (1882-1940); 
Mary Elizabeth McLain (1885-1973); and Margaret Mae 
McLain (1888-1953).*! 


7. Moses Hewitt (Abt 1846-1919) was born on the 25th of 
December between 1846 and 1849 at Mineral, Waterloo 
township, Athens county, Ohio. He died the 8th of 
September 1919 at Ottumwa, Wapello county, lowa.® 
(Note: Moses' Iowa death certificate stated a birth year of 
1846. However, that would conflict with his sister's birth 
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year. Additional sources for Moses' birth year range from 
1847 to 1849.) He married Margaret Brown (1856-1905) 
on the 24th of September 1871 at Van Buren county, 
Iowa.*8 Margaret died the 13th of May in 1905 at Van 
Buren county, Iowa and was buried in Douds/Leando 
cemetery at Van Buren county, Iowa. Moses was buried 
at the same cemetery. 

Moses was a farmer. Moses and Margaret Brown had 
ten children. According to the US 1900 census for Van 
Buren county, Iowa only five children were alive in 1900: 
Henry B. Hewitt (1877-1936); Walter Hewitt (1880- 
1933); Allen Thurman Hewitt (1888-1955); Weltha M. 
Hewitt (1892-1984); and Frederic L. Hewitt (1895-1961). 
The historical record was incomplete for the other five 
children but at least two were named: Perry Hewitt (1872- 
1885) and Pardon Charles Hewitt (1875-1875).*4 After 
Margaret's death in 1905, Moses married Flora Brown in 
1916 (married name, Pritchard). Flora Brown may have 
been related to Moses' first wife, Margaret Brown. 


8. George Hewitt (1851-1926) was born on the 18th of 
March 1851 in Mineral, Waterloo township, Athens 
county, Ohio. He died the 5th of May 1926 in Leando, 
Van Buren county, Iowa.®° He married Ella M. Smith 
(1854-1912) on the 16th of September 1871 in Van Buren 
county, lowa.®* Both are buried in Douds/Leando 
cemetery, Van Buren county, Iowa. George was a farmer. 
The couple had seven children and five reached 
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adulthood: Loretta Hewitt (1872-1951); Clarence Hewitt 
(1876-1950); Ruth Hewitt (1880-1951); Otis Leroy 
(1885-1950); and Emma E. Hewitt (1888-1943). Two 
children died in infancy (Howard Hewitt 1875; Walter 
Hewitt 1890).°’ After Ella's death George married Anna 
Majors Looney. There were no children in the historical 
record for the Hewitt-Looney marriage. 


George Washington French Sr. and Rachel Biggerstaff 
Family of George and Rachel 


George Washington French Sr. was born about 1802 
in Virginia and likely died in Van Buren county, Iowa 
between 1880 and 1885. (Note: He was alive and 
enumerated on Van Buren county, Iowa US 1880 census, 
however he was dead by 1885 since his wife was a widow 
on the Iowa 1885 census.) George's wife was Rachel 
Biggerstaff. Rachel was born in 1807 at York township, 
Athens county, Ohio and died after 1885 most likely at 
Van Buren County, Iowa. George and Rachel were 
married in Athens county, Ohio on the 4th of April in 
1822 at Mineral in Waterloo township.*® George was a 
farmer but after many years of farming in Waterloo 
township, Athens county (US 1830, US 1840 censuses) he 
left Ohio, and headed west to Iowa but not before the 
birth of their last son in 1850 (George Jr.) at Athens 
county, Ohio.®’ They subsequently were enumerated on 
the Iowa 1852 census in Cedar township, Van Buren 
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county, Iowa.” (Note: Rachel Biggerstaff had siblings in 
Iowa as a result of her mother's (Mary Ann Lewis) 
marriages to John Biggerstaff and Ezra Hull Sr..) 

George Washington French Sr. and Rachel 
Biggerstaff appeared on the US 1870 census for Village 
township in Van Buren county along with Rachel's 
widowed mother who was eighty-nine years-of-age and 
with the surname of her fourth husband, Matheny (Mary 
Ann).’! Also, George Sr. and Rachel's youngest son, 
George Jr. lived in the household. The adjacent household 
contained George and Rachel's oldest son, John B. French 
and his family. 

It appeared that George Sr., Rachel and their 
youngest son, George Jr., moved further west from Iowa 
to Kansas between 1871 and 1874 and appeared on the 
Kansas 1875 census at Elk county (formerly Howard 
county).?* The move to Kansas did not last long for the 
family. By the US 1880 census, George Sr. and Rachel 
were back in Village township, Van Buren county, lowa 
and now lived with Pardon Charles Hewitt.”? (Note: 
Pardon Charles was the step-brother of Rachel Biggerstaff 
French.) Unfortunately George Sr. died between the US 
1880 census and the Iowa 1885 census. But Rachel was 
alive in 1885 and appeared on the 1885 Iowa census (78 
years old) in Village township, Van Buren county, Iowa. 
She was enumerated as a widow and lived with her 
youngest son, George French Jr. and his family. Rachel 
likely died after 1885 in Van Buren county, Iowa. (Note: 
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Ancestry.com family trees claim George French Sr. 
moved to Reno county, Kansas and died there in 1892 
based on a tombstone. But, there was no evidence George 
Sr. left Rachel in Iowa and moved to Kansas.”4) 

George French Sr. and Rachel Biggerstaff had eight 
children that reached adulthood including Nancy 
McJannet French. All the children were born in Waterloo 
township, Athens county, Ohio. 


1. John B. French (1823-1908) was born in Athens county 
at Mineral, Waterloo township, Ohio in December of 
about 1823 or 1824.?° He died in Jasper county, Missouri 
on the 19th of June 1908 according to Ancestry.com 
family trees (without reference to the date). John B. 
French married Nancy C. Loomis (1833-abt 1920) on the 
26th of August 1852 in Vinton county, Ohio.”° John B. 
French was a farmer. John B. French moved to Iowa with 
his parents and lived next to his parents on the US 1870 
census for Van Buren county.?’ After the census John B. 
joined his parents and youngest brother and moved west 
to Kansas. He appeared on the Kansas 1875 census in 
Howard county (later Elk).?® Subsequently John B. French 
appeared on the US 1880 census and Kansas 1885 census 
in Elk county.??1 

John B. French and his family began the 20th century 
on the US 1900 census in Jasper county, Missouri--across 
the southeastern border from Kansas.'"! The couple had 
seven children and five are known to have reached

adulthood. The five children were: Mary M. French 
(1854-aft 1940); Ella Jane French (1861-1921); Lydia 
Caroline French (1868-1948); George Washington French 
(1873-1947); and William Royal French, (1874-1940). 
For the remaining two of the seven children, there were 
incomplete historical records: Rachel, F. French, 1863- 
unk; and Sally Sarah French, 1872-unk. (Note: John B. 
French and Nancy's oldest daughter, Mary M. French, 
was enumerated on US 1910 in Jasper county, Missouri. 
In 1910 Mary lived with her mother, Rachel (French) 
Biggerstaff.'? Rachel likely died in Jasper county, 
Missouri about 1920. 


2. William French (Abt 1824-1860) was born in 1824- 
1825 at Athens county, Ohio at Mineral, Waterloo 
township.! He died in April of 1860 at Brown township 
in Vinton county, Ohio from an accidental fall.!°4 William 
married Melicent (Melissa) Simonton (1837-1884) on 
September 8th of 1852 in Athens county, Ohio.!” 
William was a farmer. William French and Melissa had 
four children reach adulthood: George Washington 
French (1853-1932); William Riley French (1856-1929); 
Nathaniel French (1857-1880); and Fisher H. French 
(1860-1882). Melicent was enumerated on the US 1860 
census for Vinton county, Ohio as a widow in June of 
1860.1°° After William French's death Melicent married 
Uriah Six on the 28th of December 1866 in Vinton 
county, Ohio. Her father, Nathaniel Simonton, was the 
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Justice of the Peace for the marriage. Melicent was 
enumerated on the US 1870 census for Vinton county, 
Ohio with her four children from the William French 
marriage and two children from the Uriah Six marriage.'°’ 
Melicent died the 25th of August in 1884 at Vinton 
county, Ohio. 


3. Angelina Emily French (Abt 1827-aft 1893) was born 
about 1827 in Athens county, Ohio at Mineral, Waterloo 
township.!8 She likely died in Clare county, Michigan 
after 1893 and was buried there according to Find-A- 
Grave but no dates or references are provided.!” 
Ancestry.com family trees offered 1908 as her death but 
without references. Angelina Emily married Benjamin 
Bodkin(s) (1816-1893) on the 15th of March 1846 in 
Athens county, Ohio.!!" (Note: The spelling of the 
surname varies between Bodkin and Bodkins.) 

Benjamin Bodkin was a farmer. He died in 1893 and 
was buried in Clare county, Michigan.""! According to 
Benjamin's obituary Angelina French survived him and 
the couple had eight children. However of the eight 
children only five reached adulthood: Emily E. Bodkin 
(1847-1885); Mary Ann Bodkin (1851-1924); George W. 
Bodkin (1853-1936); John Benjamin Bodkin (1858- 
1923); and Levi L. Bodkin (1862-1930). There were 
incomplete historical records on three of the eight 
children." 
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4. Mary Ann French (1829-1901) was born in October 
1829 at Mineral, Waterloo township, Athens county, 
Ohio. She died in 1901 at Long Creek township, Decatur 
county, Iowa.!!3 She married twice. She married Charles 
Shannon (1820-1854) in 1850 at Scioto county, Ohio. 
Mary Ann and Charles Shannon had three children reach 
adulthood: Mary F. Shannon (abt 1850-aft 1900); Lavisa 
Shannon (1852-1925); and Deliah Shannon (1854-1879). 
It appeared that Charles Shannon died in about 1854 
because Mary Ann French-Shannon married Thomas 
Alva Munyon (1824-1892) in January 1855 at Athens 
county, Ohio.!!4!45 Mary Ann and Thomas Munyon had 
six children reach adulthood: George Washington 
Munyon (1855-1927); Sarah Frances Munyon (1858- 
1881); William R. Munyon (1860-1913); Charles Lesley 
Munyon (1861-1925); Chessella Munyon (1868-1936); 
and Thomas T. Munyon (1871-1939).!!° Although nine 
children are represented in the historical record of the two 
marriages, Mary Ann French (Shannon-Munyon) on the 
US 1900 census claimed twelve children with six alive in 
1900.1!” 


5. Sarah French (1834-1923) was born at Mineral, 
Waterloo township, Athens county, Ohio in July of 
1834.8 Ancestry.com and Familysearch.org family trees 
reported she died the Ist of May 1923 in Cambridge, 
Guernsey county, Ohio but without references. Sarah 
French married Peter Phillips (1832-1916) on Christmas 
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Day of 1853 in Athens county, Ohio."? Peter was a miner 
and union army Civil War veteran. The couple had nine 
children and eight had historical records in adulthood: 
John Henry Phillips (1854-1922); Samuel Vinton Phillips 
(1856-1923); Alison Phillips (1859-1933); James Phillips 
(1861-1930); George E. Phillips (1863-1938); Ruel 
Phillips (1870-1930); Charles Phillips (1872-1922); 
Arvilla (Rilla) Phillips (1874-aft 1900); and Howard 
Phillips (1877-1920).!7° 


6. Nancy McJannet French (1839-1918, see above). 


7. Lucretia (Lucy) French (abt 1845-abt 1904) was born 
in Mineral, Waterloo township, Athens county, Ohio. She 
likely died after July of 1900 and before November of 
1904 in Athens county, Ohio. These dates are presumed 
correct based on the remarriage date of her husband, Levi 
Bodkin. Ancestry.com family trees claim she died in a 
house fire but no references to the event were provided 
nor can be found in Athens, Ohio newspapers. Lucy 
married Levi Bodkin in around 1865 to 1868 in Ohio. 
Levi was a farmer. Lucy and Levi appeared on the US 
1870 census in Vinton county, Ohio was well as the US 
1880 census and 1900 census in Athens county, Ohio.’! 
(Again, note: The spelling of the surname for Lucretia's 
husband varies between Bodkin and Bodkins.) 

Lucy French and Levi Bodkin had twelve children 
and the historical record indicated that at least ten reached 
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adulthood: Robert Bodkin (1870-aft 1910); George 
Washington Bodkin (1872-1956); Ella J. Bodkin (1873- 
1930); Charles Bodkin (1875-1966); James Bodkin 
(1878-1941); Lillie Bodkin (1879-bef 1905); Ethel (Effie) 
Bodkin (1881-1947); John William Bodkin (1881-1948); 
Adeline (Ada) Bodkin (1883-1920); and Laura Bodkin 
(1889-1959). For two children of the ten the historical 
record was incomplete; namely, Oscar Bodkin (1868-aft 
1880); and Fredric Bodkin (1886-bef 1900). After Lucy's 
death Levi Bodkin married Elizabeth Nelson on the 14th 
of November 1904 in Athens county, Ohio.!”” 


8. George Washington French Jr. (1850-1934) was born 
24 June 1850 in Mineral, Waterloo township, Athens 
county, Ohio. He died 14 March 1934 in Ottumwa, 
Wapello, Iowa.!?3 He married Esther M. Brown (1853-abt 
1899) around 1871 most likely at Van Buren county, 
Iowa. George was a farmer and first came to Iowa with 
his parents in about 1851 as an infant.!24 George and 
Esther left Van Buren county, Iowa and settled in Kansas 
in about 1874.'7° George's parents (George French Sr.) 
moved with them. But the extended family did not stay 
long and returned to Iowa before 1880.!° By the US 1900 
census George Jr. was a widower and never remarried. 
George Jr. and Esther may have had as many as eleven 
children but there were only historical records for eight 
children.'’?’ Of the eight children only six had historical 
records in adulthood. The six children were: Ephraim 
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French (1875-1962); Stanton French (1877-1954); George 
G. French (1885-1950); Maggie Blanche French (1889- 
1933); Nomie F. French (1892-1954); and Ralph E. 
French (1894-1943). For the remaining two of the eight 
children there were incomplete historical records: Nancy 
French (1872-unk); and Charles French (1874-unk).!”8 


Maternal Families 


Parents of Sarah Hull 
Ezra Hull Jr. and Caroline Morris 
Family of Ezra and Caroline 


Ezra Hull Jr. was born on the 9th of March 1822 in 
Alexander township, Athens county, Ohio. He died in 
Village township, Van Buren county, Iowa the 17th of 
April 1871 at 49 years-of-age.!”? (Note: He must have 
been sick prior to his death because probate documents 
included bills for medicine.) Ezra came west to Iowa with 
his mother, Mary Ann Lewis, in the late 1840s likely 
because several of Mary's children and Ezra's siblings had 
already settled in southeastern Iowa. Caroline Morris was 
born on | January 1831 at Ohio county, Virginia 
(according to her father's tax records). She died on the 
27th of December 1911 in Salt Creek township, Davis 
county, Iowa. Ezra and Caroline likely married in Van 
Buren or Davis counties, Iowa in early 1850 or late 1849 
since their first child was born in December of 1850. 

Ezra Hull Jr. was a farmer in southeastern Iowa from 
his marriage until his death in 1871.'3°!3! After Ezra's 
death Caroline spent her later years in Salt Creek 
township and at the time of her death she lived with her 
daughter Mary Ann Hull (Abolt) a widow and son James 
a widower according to the US 1910 census for Davis 


county, Iowa. Ezra Hull Jr. and Caroline Morris are 
buried at Douds/Leando cemetery, Van Buren county, 
lowa.!3? 


Family of Ezra and Caroline 


Ezra Hull Jr. and Caroline Morris had nine children 
including Sarah Hull and all but two survived childhood: 
Elizabeth Hull died in infancy and Thomas Jefferson Hull 
died at 17 years-of-age. Seven children reached 
adulthood. 


1. Mary Ann Hull (1850-1924) was born on the 21st of 
December 1850 near Selma, Van Buren county, Iowa. 
She died on the 23rd of April 1924 at Davis county, 
Iowa.!33134 She married John Abolt (1854-1909) on the 
28th of January 1874 in Davis county, Ilowa.' John was 
a farmer in southeastern Iowa.'** There were no children 
for Mary Ann and John Abolt in the historical record. 
They are buried in rural Davis county, Iowa at Bethlehem 
cemetery. 


2. Samuel L. Hull (1852-1919) was born the 22nd of 
September 1852 near Selma, Van Buren county, Iowa and 
died on the 30th of September in 1919 at Eldon, Wapello 
county, Iowa.!3”-!38 He was a bachelor farmer in 
southeastern Iowa according to the Iowa Death Certificate 
(under Sam Hull). The death certificate informant was his 
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brother James Hull. He was buried in the Eldon, Iowa city 
cemetery. 


3. Ezra Hull (1855-1924) was the namesake of two 
previous generations and was born near Selma, Van 
Buren county, Iowa on the 24th of March in 1855. He 
died on the 31st of March 1924 at Crawford, Yell county, 
Arkansas.8!49 He married Nancy Sconce (1861-1925) in 
about 1879 in southeastern Iowa although no record was 
apparent. He was a farmer in Iowa and Arkansas. Ezra 
appeared on the US 1880 census in Davis county, Iowa 
and the US 1900 census and US 1910 census in Yell 
county, Arkansas. The couple were buried in Yell county, 
Arkansas. The relocation from southeastern Iowa to Yell 
county, Arkansas was likely related to the presence of 
Sconce in-laws. Eleven children were born to Ezra Hull 
and Nancy Sconce and it appeared that ten of the eleven 
reached adulthood. The exception was Alice May Hull 
(1880-bef 1885). The ten children that reached adulthood 
were: Carrie Carolyn Hull (1883-1969); John Moses Hull 
(1885-1971); Rachel Nora Hull (1886-1975); Roy Ezra 
Hull (1888-1958); Samuel Lewis Hull (1890-1975); 
James Robert Hull (1892-1936); Pearl Columbus Hull 
(1894-1974); Sylvia Hull (1895-1991); Ervin Andrew 
Hull (1899-1986); and Bertha A. Hull (1901-1984).!4! 


4. James Buchanon Hull (1857-1941) was born on the 
26th of February 1857 near Selma, Van Buren county, 


Iowa. James Buchanon Hull died the 14th of February 
1941 in Eldon, Wapello county, lowa.'* He was a farmer. 
He married Henrietta Perry (1862-1904) on the 30th of 
December 1885 in Van Buren county, Iowa.!* The 
couple lived in Davis county, Iowa until Henrietta's death 
in 1904. Six years later on the US 1910 census for Davis 
county, Iowa James Buchanon Hull lived with his mother 
and brother. James stayed in southeastern Iowa until his 
death in 1941.'44 James Hull and Henrietta Perry are 
buried in the Eldon, Iowa city cemetery. Five children 
were born in the marriage and reached adulthood: 
Clarence D. Hull (1886-1968); Charles Peter Hull (1889- 
1981); Lena May Hull (1892-1960); Catherine E. Hull 
(1895-1971); and James Custer Hull (1898-1986).!* 


5. Sarah Hull (1860-1928, see above). 


6. Amy Bell (Annie) Hull (1864-1927) was born on the 


19th of June 1864 near Selma, Van Buren county, Iowa. 
She died on the 12th of September 1927 at Springfield, 
Greene county, Missouri.'4° She married Joseph Franklin 
Cudworth (1862-1935) on the 22nd of February 1885 in 
Wapello county, Iowa.!47 The couple lived in Davis 
county, Iowa and Texas county, Missouri. Joseph 
Cudworth was a farmer. Annie and Joseph were buried in 
Iowaville cemetery in Van Buren county, Iowa.!8 Annie 
and Joseph had twelve children and ten reached 
adulthood. The ten children that reached adulthood were: 
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Chester F. Cudworth (1885-1975); Jessie Viola Cudworth 
(1887-1986); Otis Samuel Cudworth (1889-1978); Ethel 
Bell Cudworth (1891-1953); George W. Cudworth (1893- 
1972); Elizabeth Cudworth (1895-1995, died at 99 years 
of age); Emily Cudworth (1898-1985); Asa Glenn 
Cudworth (1900-1982); Rachel Edith Cudworth (1903- 
1975); and Anna Laura Cudworth (1904-1950). Two of 
the ten children died in infancy (Emery Forest Cudworth, 
1906-1907; Wilbur Lee Cudworth, 1908).!* 


7. Jeremiah (Jerry) Hull (1867-1931) was born the 22nd 
of April 1867 near Selma, Van Buren county, Iowa and 
died Christmas Day of 1931 in Ottumwa, Wapello, 
Iowa.!*? He married Isabelle Alexander (1869-1941) in 
Wapello county, Iowa on the 14th of August 1887.!*! He 
was a farmer in southeastern Iowa. The couple were 
buried in the Eldon, Iowa city cemetery. The couple had 
ten children and all reached adulthood: Nellie Maud Hull 
(1887-1925); Jennie Blanche Hull (1889-1954); Fred Hull 
(1891-1943); Thomas Jefferson Hull (1894-1927); Mary 
Hazel Hull (1897-1974); Eliza Jane Hull (1900-1965); 
Hiram E. Hull (1902-1977); Paul Hull (1904-1989); 
Elmer Hull (1907-1978); and Opal Isabelle Hull (1909- 
1986).!? 


Maternal Grandparent Families 


Ezra Hull Sr. and Mary Ann Lewis 
Family of Ezra Sr. and Mary Ann 


Ezra Hull Sr. was born on the 17th of November 
1764 in Roxbury, Litchfield, Connecticut and died at 
Alexander township, Athens county, Ohio on the 18th of 
July in 1825.!°3 Ezra was a Revolutionary War veteran 
along with his father Ebenezer Hull of Connecticut.!™4 
Ezra grew to manhood in Connecticut.!*° Ezra married 
Esther Price (1784-1814) at Belmont county, Ohio in 
1802 on the 22nd of November.'* The couple had at least 
five children. The five children were: Ebenezer Hull 
(1803-1896); William Hull (1805-unk); Sarah Hull (1807- 
1860); Elizabeth Hull (1809-unk); and Jeremiah Hull 
(1811-1875). Esther Price died in 1814. Three years after 
Esther's death Ezra married Mary Ann Lewis (abt 1781- 
abt 1870) on the 19th of February 1817 in Athens county, 
Ohio.'*’ Mary Ann had been married to John Biggerstaff 
until his death in about 1816. Mary Ann Lewis had 
married John Biggerstaff on the 19th of November 1802 
in Middletown, Washington county, Ohio. Mary Ann 
Lewis and John Biggerstaff had twelve children. John 
likely died in late 1816 at Athens county, Ohio because 
Mary Ann Lewis (Biggerstaff) married Ezra Hull Sr. in 
February of 1817 in Athens county. Ezra Hull and Mary 
Ann Lewis-Biggerstaff settled in Athens county Ohio and 


Ezra became a member of the Ohio, House of 
Representatives from Athens county (1823-1824).'°8 He 
appeared to have served only one-term and died in 1825. 

The marriage of Ezra Hull Sr. and Mary Ann Lewis- 
Biggerstaff resulted in one of those complex genealogy 
stories only possible on the frontiers of early America. 
Both had been married previously and both had children 
from the previous marriages. As the reader will notice in 
the following text, the story will mean that two of Mary 
Ann Lewis' descendants will likely marry without 
knowledge that she was their common ancestor. The 
descendants that married are Charles Pardon Hewitt and 
Sarah Hull. Mary Ann Lewis was Charles Pardon Hewitt's 
great, grandmother through her marriage to John 
Biggerstaff. Mary Ann Lewis was Sarah Hull's 
grandmother through her marriage to Ezra Hull Sr.. 

Ezra Hull Sr. and Mary Ann Lewis-Biggerstaff were 
married for about eight years and together had four of 
their own children, The four children were: John B. Hull 
(1817-abt 1844); Esther (1819-aft 1834); Ezra Hull Jr. 
(1822-1871); and Daniel Lewis Hull (1825-1902). 
Unfortunately, Ezra Hull Sr. died on the 18th of July in 
1825 at Athens county, Ohio.'*? He was about 60 years- 
of-age. Ezra's death would have presented a big problem 
for Mary Ann Lewis-Biggerstaff-Hull because by the time 
of Ezra Hull Sr.’s death there could have been up to 
twenty-one children in the household: twelve children 
from Mary Ann Lewis and John Biggerstaff's marriage; 


five from Ezra Hull Sr. and Esther Price's marriage; and 
four from Ezra Hull Sr. and Mary Ann Lewis-Biggerstaff 
marriage. The likelihood of a large number of children in 
one household was supported by the US 1820 census in 
Athens county, Ohio for Ezra Hull Sr. and Mary Ann's 
household.!® The US 1820 census enumerated a 
household that contained 13 or 14 children and two adults 
(one male and one female). By the time Ezra Hull Sr.'s 
death in July of 1825 there were two more children in the 
household, Ezra Hull Jr. (1822) and the newborn Daniel 
Lewis Hull (1825). Clearly Mary Ann had a problem and 
needed help. Her brother, Samuel Lewis, helped. He was 
named guardian (on Wednesday 10 November 1825) of 
the three youngest children, namely, Esther Hull, Ezra 
Hull Jr. and Daniel Lewis Hull. No mention was made 
about the guardianship of the oldest child, John B. Hull.!®! 
About five years after Ezra Hull Sr.’s death, Mary 
Ann Lewis-Biggerstaff-Hull married Solomon Nelson 
(1738-1834) at Athens county, Ohio on the 6th of 
November 1831. Again unfortunately, Solomon’s died 
three years later in 1834. Mary Ann Lewis (Biggerstaff- 
Hull-Nelson) then married Frederick Matheny (1783- 
1846) at Athens county, Ohio on 23rd of September 1834. 
According to the US 1840 census in York township, 
Athens county, Ohio, Frederick Matheny was about 20 
years older than Mary Ann. Frederick died in 1847 in 
Athens county. Probate documents for Frederick named 
Mary Ann Matheny as wife as well as Frederick's children 


from an earlier marriage. Thus by 1847 Mary Ann was 
four-times a widow (Biggerstaff-Hull-Nelson-Matheny). 
Not surprisingly less than ten years after the death of 
Frederick, census records indicated that Mary Ann lived 
with some of her children in Iowa. According to the Iowa 
1856 census and the US 1860 census she lived in Davis 
County, Iowa at Salt Creek township with her son Ezra 
Hull Jr.! Another son, Daniel Lewis Hull lived nearby in 
Van Buren county, Iowa. In addition, one of her 
daughters, namely Mary Ann Biggerstaff, also lived in 
Van Buren county, Iowa with her husband Jacob Penrod. 
By the US 1870 census Mary Ann Lewis lived in Village 
township at Van Buren county, Iowa with her daughter 
Rachel Biggerstaff and her husband George Washington 
French Sr.. On the same US 1870 census Mary Ann 
Lewis was enumerated as Mary A. Matheny, the surname 
of her fourth and last husband. She was 89 years of age.'® 
In sum, by 1870 Mary Ann Lewis (Biggerstaff-Hull- 
Nelson-Matheny) had lived in southeastern Iowa for 
almost twenty years. She lived with, or near, two of her 
sons, Ezra Hull Jr. and Daniel Lewis Hull, as well as two 
of her daughters Mary Ann Biggerstaff-Penrod, Rachel 
Biggerstaff-French. She also lived within a day's travel of 
two stepsons, namely Ebenezer Hull and Jeremiah Hull. 
They lived in north of Van Buren county in Benton and 
Linn counties of Iowa. Unfortunately, there are no death 
or burial records for Mary Ann Lewis (Biggerstaff-Hull- 
Nelson-Matheny). Most likely she died sometime in the 


early 1870s and was buried nearby in Van Buren county 
or Davis county, Iowa at around 90 years-of-age. Quite a 
life! 


Family of Ezra Sr. and Mary Ann 


Ezra Hull Sr. and Mary Ann Lewis had four children 
and it appeared that all the children reached adulthood. As 
noted earlier, the children were: John B. Hull (1817-abt 
1844); Esther Hull (1819-aft 1834), Ezra Hull Jr., (1822- 
1871); and Daniel Lewis Hull (1825-1902). Also as noted 
earlier, before Ezra Hull Sr. married Mary Ann Lewis he 
was married to Esther Price (1784-1814). The Ezra Hull 
Sr. and Esther Price marriage resulted in at least five 
children and three of the children appeared to reach 
adulthood: Ebenezer Hull (1803-1896); Sarah Hull (1807- 
1860); and Jeremiah Hull (1811-1875). For the other two 
children there were incomplete historical records 
(William Hull, 1805; Elizabeth Hull, 1809). The five 
children from the Ezra Hull Sr. and Esther Price marriage 
will not be discussed in this report but consult the 
Blanchard et.al family tree at Ancestry.com for additional 
information. The four children of Ezra Hull Sr. and Mary 
Ann Lewis marriage are discussed below. 


1. John B. Hull (1817-abt 1844) was born in Athens 
county, Ohio and likely died in Athens county, Ohio. He 
married Harriet McKee in Athens county in 1840 and two 
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children were born from the marriage: Hannah Hull 
(1840-bef 1860) and Daniel Lewis Hull (1841-1914).! 
John B. Hull and Harriet McKee probably knew each 
other as children and neighbors. There were many McKee 
families in Athens county, Ohio on the US 1820, US 1830 
and US 1840 censuses. In fact, on the US 1820 census for 
York Township, Athens county (the year Harriet McKee 
was born) two McKee families (John, Andrew) lived 
close to the Hull family.'© 

After John B. Hull's death, Harriet McKee-Hull 
married Allen McKee in Hocking county, Ohio in 
September of 1846.'®° At this point in the discussion it 
must be noted there was confusion in the historical record 
surrounding the maiden surname of John B. Hull's wife, 
Harriet. The confusing facts are due to the different names 
on the marriage licenses for Harriet's first and second 
marriages. In John B. Hull's marriage of 1840 the 
surname was listed as 'McKee.' But in the second 
marriage to Allen McKee of 1846 the surname was 
'Biggerstaff.' Was it McKee or Biggerstaff? At the current 
time (2022) and given the available data in the historical 
record, the author of this report believed that her surname 
was McKee. However based on the surname 'Biggerstaff 
from the second marriage some Ancestry.com family 
histories have listed Harriet's father as William 
Biggerstaff (b1803). William was John B. Hull's (b1817) 
older step-brother because both shared the same mother, 
Mary Ann Lewis. However, if William Biggerstaff was 
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the father of Harriet he would have been about 16 years- 
of-age when Harriet was conceived. However, the first 
marriage license for William Biggerstaff was in May of 
1821 at Athens county, Ohio and the woman was Mary 
Polly Robinett.!°” Another possibility might be that 
Harriet was the daughter of another Biggerstaff in 1820 at 
Athens county, not William Biggerstaff. But a search of 
the US 1820 census data (Harriet's birth year) for Athens 
county, Ohio indicated no other Biggerstaff that likely 
could have been the father. 

Another reason why Harriet might have used the 
'Biggerstaff surname in her marriage to Allen McKee 
might be that he was a relative. This might also explain 
that why Harriet and Allen married out of their home 
county of Athens and instead Hocking county. A familial 
relationship could not be ruled out but there was no 
evidence to support it. 

Yet another reason why she might have used the 
'Biggerstaff name was her domicile before her marriage 
to Allen McKee. Upon John B. Hull's death Harriet would 
have been a young widow with two very young children. 
She would have turned to family members for help. She 
could have turned to any number of relatives but it 
seemed possible that she turned to William and Polly 
Biggerstaff's family. William was John B. Hull's oldest 
step-brother. So, before Harriet and Allen McKee 
married, Harriet and her children would have been a 
member of the William and Polly Biggerstaff household. 
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One final note about Harriet's surname confusion, in her 
newspaper obituary it stated that she married Mr. Hull and 
her maiden name when she married was McKee.'® 

After the September 1846 marriage in Hocking 
county, Ohio of Harriet and Allen McKee, the next US 
census (1850) for Ohio found the family living in Athens 
county.!” The family contained Allen McKee, Harriet 
McKee, Hannah Hull, Daniel Lewis Hull, Edward McKee 
(b1847), and Mary McKee (b1849). The family did not 
stay in Ohio and by the US 1860 census they were in 
Knox county, Illinois along with, perhaps not 
surprisingly, the William and Polly Biggerstaff family. 
Both families appeared to have stayed in Knox county 
through the US 1870 census.'”' However by the US 1880 
census Harriet and Allen McKee were enumerated in 
Wayne county, Iowa---without the William and Polly 
Biggerstaff family.'’”” Harriet and Allen McKee settled 
permanently in Wayne county, Iowa. They died and are 
buried in Wayne county, Iowa. 
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2. Esther Hull (abt 1819-aft 1834) was born in Athens 
county, Ohio. The historical record seemed to indicate 
that she married Frederick Matheny in September of 1834 
in Athens county.!” Frederick appeared to be a surnamed 
relative of Frederick Matheny, the older man that was 
Esther's mother's fourth husband (Mary Ann Lewis). 
After the marriage information, the historical record was 
incomplete for Esther Hull. 
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3. Ezra Hull Jr. (1822-1871, see above). 


4. Daniel Lewis Hull (1825-1902) was born at Athens 
county, Ohio before the 10th of November in 1825. He 
died at Douds, Van Buren county, Iowa on the 3rd of 
December 1902.!4 He married Sophronia Brown (1824- 
1896) on the 13th of August 1846 in Hocking county, 
Ohio (adjacent to Athens county).!’> He was a farmer but 
also considered a skilled hunter in the early days of 
southeastern Iowa. The couple's first child, William 
Biggerstaff Hull was likely born at Hocking county, Ohio 
in 1848. It appeared that the family left Ohio soon after 
the birth of their son and migrated to Van Buren county, 
Iowa. Daniel Hull and Sophronia Brown were enumerated 
on the US 1850 census in Van Buren county, Iowa.'”® 
Daniel and Sophronia subsequently appeared on the US 
1860, US 1870 and US 1880 censuses in Van Buren 
county.!”” By the US 1900 census, Daniel was still in Van 
Buren county and was a widower.!”® He lived next to his 
sons, John and James as well as next to his daughter 
Harriet (Hull) Stagers. If the historical record was correct, 
Daniel Hull was buried in Lebanon cemetery in 
Keosauqua, Van Buren county, Iowa and Sophronia was 
buried in Douds/Leando cemetery in Van Buren county, 
Iowa.!” Daniel and Sophronia had nine children and 
apparently all reached adulthood. The nine children were: 
William Biggerstaff Hull (1848-1914); Harriet Hull 
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(1851-1922); Sarah Ann Hull (1855-1918); Margaret Jane 
Hull (1857-1921); John Dolvin Hull (1857-1936); Mary 
Ellen Hull (1861-aft 1902); Stephen Hull (1865-1950); 
James LaFayette Hull (1866-1919); and Caroline Belle 
Hull (1869-1929). 


Obediah Morris and Amy Ann Logsden 
Family of Obediah and Amy Ann 


Obediah Morris' (abt 1800-1833) was born in 
Virginia and the exact date was not known. Ancestry.com 
family trees have proposed 1800. Obediah's death was 
easier to establish. He died sometime in late 1832 or early 
1833 at the upper district of Ohio county, Virginia--soon 
to become Marshall county, Virginia. Obediah married 
Amy Ann Logsden on the 25th of January 1827 at Ohio 
county, Virginia.!®° 

As an adult Obediah's lived in Ohio county, Virginia 
and this was supported by tax records of Ohio county, 
Virginia for 1815-1831 and 1832-1850.'*! The year 
before Obediah married Amy Ann he appeared on the 
upper district, Ohio county, Virginia tax lists for 1826. He 
was on the same Ohio county tax lists after his marriage 
to Amy Ann Logsden and continuously until 1832. In 
1833 Obediah was not on the Ohio county tax lists and 
instead "Mary Morris" appeared on the tax lists, the first 
and only time the name appeared in Ohio county. On 
February 13th of 1834 Obediah's widow married Henry 
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Shepherd in Ohio county, Virginia.’ This suggested that 
Obediah died sometime after the 1832 tax list was 
prepared and before the 1833 tax list was prepared. This 
also suggested that "Mary Morris" on the 1833 tax rolls 
was Amy Ann Morris (Logsden). 

Amy Ann Logsden (1810-1888) was born in Ohio 
county, Virginia on the 28th of January 1810.'®3 Her 
father was Bennett Logsden and there was a clear record 
of Bennett's personal property taxes in Ohio county, 
Virginia beginning in 1815 and continuing for many 
years. Bennett Logsden had a large family and Amy Ann 
had many siblings. 

As noted earlier, Obediah married Amy Ann Logsden 
in January of 1827 at Ohio county, Virginia. The couple 
had four children before Obediah died. After Obediah's 
death Amy Ann married Henry Shepherd in 1834. 
According to a local newspaper account by Obediah's 
daughter (Isabelle Rebecca Morris) Henry Shepherd and 
Amy Ann Logsden left Ohio county Virginia by wagon 
for Illinois in about 1834---a trip of four weeks.!*4 
However, that account was off a few years because Henry 
Shepherd and Amy Ann Logsden were on the US 1840 
census for Marshall county, Virginia (old Ohio county).!® 
In addition, Henry was on the Marshall county tax list in 
1841 so likely the couple left Virginia for Illinois in late 
1841 or 1842. By the US 1850 and US 1860 censuses, 
Henry Shepherd and family were in Woodford county, 
Illinois.!®® Henry died in 1865 but Amy Ann Logsden 
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remained in Woodford county and died there on the 8th of 
March 1888. 


Family of Obediah and Amy Ann 


As noted earlier, Obediah and Amy Ann had four 
children including Caroline Morris before Obediah's 
death. According to the historical record, it appeared that 
all the children reached adulthood. The children were: 


1. Elizabeth Alice Morris (1826-1877) was born in Ohio 
county, Virginia on the 30th of June 1826. She died on 
the 15th of June 1877 at McLean county, IIlinois.'®” She 
married Frederick F. Hendryx (1820-1877; varied 
surname spellings) on the 26th of February in 1852 at 
McLean county.'®® Frederick was a farmer. Elizabeth and 
Frederick spent their married life in McLean county, 
Illinois and had six children. All children reached 
adulthood: Edwin F. Hendryx (1853-1933); John A. 
Hendryx (1855-1940); Frederick M. Hendryx (1858- 
1943), Andrew (Andy) J. Hendryx (1865-1960), James H. 
Hendryx (1868-1960); and Asa Willis Hendryx (1874- 
1964).18? 


2. Mary Ann Morris (1828-1856) was born the 4th of 
December in 1828 at Ohio county, Virginia. She died the 
11th of October 1856 at Secor, Woodford county, 
Illinois.!?° She married William Mott (1808-abt 1868) in 
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Woodford county, Illinois on the 27th of October 1844 
and the couple lived in Woodford county until Mary 
Ann's death twelve years later.!?! After Mary Ann's death 
in 1856 William remarried in 1857. William was a 
merchant. William and Mary Ann had five children and it 
appeared that four reached adulthood: Martha Emiline 
Mott (1845-1877); Anna Elizabeth Mott (1850-1917); 
Alice E. (1851-1868); and Margarete Belle Mott (1854- 
1915). One child of the five children had an incomplete 
historical record (Frances Mott, abt 1848-aft 1860).!?? 


3. Caroline Morris (1831-1911, see above) 


4. Isabelle Rebecca Morris (1832-1918) was born in Ohio 
county, Virginia on the 30th of September in 1832.!°3 She 
married Thomas Trotter (1824-1893) on the 18th of 
August 1867 at McLean county, IIlinois.!?* Thomas was a 
carpenter and the couple lived their married lives in 
Woodford county. Isabelle died on the 14th of February 
1918 in Kappa, Woodford county, Illinois. She was 
buried in Kappa alongside her husband. The couple had 
only one child: Dollie May (Mary) Trotter (1868-1924). 
Dollie never married.'”°

George Hewitt, youngest child of Ephriam and Mariah Hewitt, was born in Athens Co., Ohio, March 18, 1851, and 
departed this life May 5, 1926, in Leando, lowa, at the home of his daughter Mrs. Ruth Smith, aged 75 years, 1 


month and 17 days. He was the last one of a large family to answer the Master's call. 


He came to Van Buren County lowa in his early manhood and was united in marriage to Ella L. Smith in Sept., 1871, 
who passed away Sept. 27th, 1912. To this union 7 children were born. Two sons dying in infancy. Those living are 
Mrs. Retta Steele, Clarence E., Mrs. Ruth Smith, Otis L., and Mrs. Emma Plowman. He had been a resident of Van 
Buren Co. most of his life except a few years spent in Missouri. It was while living there that he expected Christ as 
his Savior and united with the M.E. church, later transferring his membership to Leando. About six weeks ago he was 
taken very ill and all that medical aid and loving hands could do was of no avail. Often during his sickness he prayed 
to be taken, saying he was ready to go. He was tenderly cared for by all of his children during his weeks of suffering 
and often spoke of how glad he was that they all could be with him. He leaves to mourn his departure, 5 children, 17 
grandchildren, 7 great grand children, a number of relatives and a host of friends. The funeral services were at 10:30 
Friday at the Leando church, sermon by Rev. Wm. Heger assisted by Rev. Hamilton. Burial by the side of his wife in 


Leando cemetery.

Another Old Pioneer Died Amy Logsden 


Mrs. Amy Shepherd, who lived west of Kappa, quietly passed away on the 8th inst. Mrs. Shepherd 
was born January 28, 1810. She was born in Marshall County, West Virginia. Moved to Illinois and 
settled in Woodford County in 1841, where she lived on the same farm until her death. She was a life- 
long Christian, and her home was always a home for preachers. In an early day it was called the 
Preacher's Inn. She was much esteemed by all who knew her. She was the mother of sixteen 
children, eleven of them preceeding her to the land beyond. Only two of the remaining five were 
permitted to be present at her death. Two live in the west and one was ill. The funeral was 
conducted by the Rev. William North of Kappa, assisted by the Rev. Nineber.
